Here was neuer any thing by the wit 
e bot man ſo well deupſed, oz ſo ſure eſtablyſched, 
1 ( (which in continuaunce oftpme bath not been 
A coꝛrupted:as(emöõg other thinges it may plain 
ppappeare by the cõmon pꝛapers in the church, 
C tommonlp called deuine leruice. The tyꝛſte oꝛi⸗ 
I ginal and groũd wherof, if a man would fearche 
N CRE out by the aunciente fathers, he hall fpndethat 
twttheſame was not oꝛdayned but of a good pur⸗ 
pole, foꝛ a great aduaũtement of godlines. ffoꝛ 
thep ſo oꝛdꝛed the matter, p all the whole Wible, oꝛ the greateſt part ther⸗ 
or) thould be read ouer once in the pere:entẽdyng therby, ö the Lleargie, 
and {pectallpe ſuche as were miniſters of the ed di ohh chouldel by 
often readyng and meditation ol Soddes wooꝛd) bee pared bp to God⸗ 
lines themlelues, and be moze hable alſo to exhoꝛte other by wholeſome 
dottrine, and to confute them that wer aduerſaries to the truth. And fur⸗ 
ther, that the people (by daily hearing or holi ſcripture read in the church) 
ſhoulde continuallp profit moze and moze in the knowledge of God, and 
be the moze enllamed with the loue of hys true religion. But thele many 
0 aſted, thys godly and detente oꝛdꝛe of the auntient fathers , bathe 
een fo altered, bꝛoken, and neglected , by plantyng in vncertayne Stor 
ries, Legendes, Reſpondes, Uerſes, vapne Nepeticions, Commemoza⸗ 
tions, and Smodalles that 1 when anpe booke of me aSpble 
was begonne, beefoꝛe thꝛee oꝛ foure Lhapiters were read out, all the reſt 
were vnread. And in this fort the booke of Lfai was begonne in Aduent, 
and the boske of Geneſis in ee thep Wer only begonne, 
and neuer read through. After alike loꝛt were other bockes ot holp ſcrip⸗ 
ture v nd moꝛeouer, whereas Sainct Daule would haue fuche lan⸗ 
guage ſpoken to the people in the Churche, as they myght vnderſtande, 
and haue p2ofit by hearyng thelame: The ſeruice inthvs churche of En⸗ 
glande l theſe many peres bath been read in Latine to the people, whiche 
they vnderſtode not: ſo that they haue hearde with thepz cares onely, and 
theyꝛ heartes, ſpirite and mynde, haue not been edifped therby. And kur⸗ 
thermoꝛe, notwithſtandynge that the auncient fathers haue deuided the 
Slalmes into ſeuen poꝛtions, mherot euery one was called a Hotturne: 
. now of late time, a fee of them haue been dayly ſapd, and oft repeated, 
and the reſt biterlp omitted. Mozeouer, the noumbꝛe and hardnes of the 
rules, called the Bye, and the manyfolde chaungeinges of the ſeruite, 
was the tauſe, that to turne the booke onelp, was lo hard and intritate a 
matter, that many times there was moze bufines tofind out what ſhouid 
be read, then to reade it when it was found out. 
Tyhele inconueniences therfore tonlidered, here is ſet furth ſuche an 
oꝛdꝛe, whereby thelame ſhalbee tedꝛeſled . And foꝛ à readpneſſe in chys 
matter, here is dꝛawen out a kalender foꝛ that purpoſe > which 11 1 7 
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and eaſp to be vnderſfanden, wherin fo muche as map be, the reading of 
holp 1 is fo {et furth, that all thinges ſhalbe done in oꝛdꝛe, with⸗ 
out breaking one piece therot from an other. oꝛ thys tàuſe be tut oł, An⸗ 
themes, Relpondes, Inuitatozies, and ſuche like thynges, as did bꝛeake 
the continual courſe of the reading ofthe ſcripture. Pet betauſe there is 
no remedpe, but that of neceſlitie there mull be ſome rules:theretoꝛe cerz 
tayne rules are here (et ſurth, whiche as they be fee in numbꝛe, lo they 
be plapne and eaſy to bee vnderſtanden. So that here pou haue an oꝛdꝛe 
for p2aper(as touching the reading of holye ſcripture) muche agreable o 
the mynde and purpole of tholde fathers, and a greate deale moze pꝛoti⸗ 
table and commodious, then that which of late was bled. It is moze pꝛo⸗ 
kitable, becauſe here are leſt out manp thinges, whereok ſome be vntrue, 
ſome vntertapne, ſome vayn and ſuperſticious, and is oꝛdeyned nothing 
to be read, but the very pure wooꝛde of God, the holve ſcriptures, oꝛ that 
whiche is euidentlye grounded vpon the fame: and that in ſuche a lan⸗ 
guage and oꝛdꝛe, as is moſt eaſy and plapne foꝛ the vnderſtanding, both 
of the readers and hearers. It is alſo moze tommodious, bothe toz the 
ſhoꝛtnes thereol, and fo2 the playnnes of the oꝛdꝛe, and fo2 that the rules 
be kewe and e oꝛdꝛe, the Curates hal nede none 
other bookes foꝛ theyꝛ publique feruice, but thys booke and the Bpble: 
Vy the meanes whereok, the people ſhall not bee at lo greate charge foz 
bookes, as in tymes paſt they haue been. 

And where heretofore there hath been greate diuerſitie in faping and 
ſyngyng in churches within this realme, tome folowing Salifbury vſe, 
fonte Herfoꝛbe vie, ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Noꝛke, and ſome of 
Lintolne:Mowe from hence kooꝛth, all the whole Realme ſhall haue but 
one vle. And if any woulde iudge thys wape moze paynkull, betauſe that 
all thynges muff be read vpon the booke, wheras bekoꝛe by the reaſon of 
fo often repeticion, they coulde ſape many thinges oP heart: Ff thoſe men 
will weigh theyꝛ labour, with the profite and knowledge whiche daplve 
they ſhall obteyne by readyng vpon the booke, they will not refuſe the 
payne, in tonſideration of the great pꝛofite that ſhall enſue therof. 

And foꝛaſmuche as nothyng tan almoſt bee fo plapnelpe ſette fooꝛth, 
but doubtes maye rpfe in the ble and pꝛactiſpng of the ſame: To appeaſe 
all ſuche diuerſitie (if any aryſe ) and foꝛ the refolucion of al doubtes, con⸗ 
cernyng the maner howe to vnderſtande, dooe and execute the thynges 
conteyned in thys booke: The parties that fo doubte, oꝛ diuerũpe take a⸗ 
nye thynge, ſhall alwape reſoꝛte to the Byſſhoppe of the Dpotelle, who 
by hys dyſcretion ſhall take oꝛdꝛe foꝛ the quieting and appeaſyng of the 
ſame, ſo that theſame oꝛdꝛe be not tontrarpe to a i thynge conteyned in 
thys booke. And tf the Byſſhoppe of the Dpoteſſe be in anpe doubte, then 
map he ſende fo2 the reſoluciou therot vnto the Archebiſſhoppe. 


Though it be appoynted in the afoꝛewzitten Pꝛekate, that all 

thynges thalbe read and ſonge in the Thurche, in the engliſhe 

tongue, to the ende that the tongregation map be therebp edi⸗ 

kyed:pet it is not ment, but when men fap Mozning and Lue- 

ning pꝛaper pꝛiuately, they map ſap theſame in any languege | 
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And all Pꝛieſtes and Deacons, halbe bound to fay vayive 
the Moꝛning and Euening pꝛaper, either pꝛiuately oꝛ openly, 
except they bee letted by pꝛrachinge, ſtudyinge of dyuimitte. oꝛ 
by fone other vꝛgent tauſe. 


And the Turate that miniſtreth in euerp Variſhe Church, 
07 Thapel, beeing at home, not beeing other wyle 5 
letted , Hall fave the fame in the Pariſhe A hurche oꝛ Thape 
where he miniltreth, and hall tolle a belle thereto , a conuen.⸗ 
ent tyme before he beginne, that ſuch as be diſpoſed may come 
ta heave ods Wooꝛde, and ta pꝛape with hun.

N F (uch Ceremonies as be bled in the church, 
N and haue had thep2 beginninge by the inſtitu⸗ 
ej cion of man:ſome at the fp2tte were of godlye 
e, entent and purpofe deuyſed, and pet at ſength 
turned to vanltie and luperſticiõ:ſome entred 
into the church by dndiferete deuociö, cc luche 
à zeale as was without knowledge: and fogbeecaule they 
were winked at in the beeginninge, they grewe daylye to 
moꝛe and moze abuſes:wohich not onelp fo2 theyꝛ vnpꝛolp⸗ 
tableneg, but alſo becauſe they haue much blinded the peo⸗ 
ple, and obſcured the glozp of God, are woꝛthy to be cutte 
away and cleane reiected. Other there be, which although 
they haue been deuyſed by man: yet it is thoughte good to 
relerue them ſtyll, al well fora decent oꝛdze in the Church 
(fo2 the which they were frit deuiſed as becaule they par⸗ 
tepne to edificacion: whereunto all thinges done in the 
Churche (as the Apoſtle teacheth) oughte to bee referred. 
And althoughe the keepinge oꝛ omittinge of a Ceremonie 
(in it felfe confpdered) is but a (mall thinge: pet the wyl⸗ 
full æ contempteous tranlgreſſion and bzeaking ofa com: 
mon oꝛdꝛe and diſciplyne, is no mall offence befoze God. 

Let all thinges be done emonge poucſapth S. Paule) 
in a femelp ¢ due oꝛdꝛe. The appoputmente ofthe whiche 
oꝛdꝛe parteyneth not to pꝛinate me-therfoze no md ought 
to take in hand, noꝛ pꝛelume to appoyute 02 alter any pub⸗ 
like oꝛ com mũð oꝛdꝛe iu Chꝛiſtes church, ercept he be la w⸗ 
fully called and aucthoꝛtzed thereunto, 

And whereas in this our tyme, the myndes of men are 
ſo dyuerle, that ſome thinke it a great matter of conſcience 
to departe frõ a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremontes(they 
be lo addicted to theyꝛ olde cuſtomes:) and agayn on the o⸗ 
ther ſyde, ſome bee lo newe kangled, that they would inno⸗ 
wate al thingsand fo do deſpile thold, that nothing tech like 

em,

them, but that is newe:it was thoughte expediente, not fo 
muche to haue reſpecte howe to pleale and ſatiſtie eyther of 
thele parties, as ho we to pleaſe God, and pofite the both. 
And pet leſt any man chould be offended ( whom good rea⸗ 
fon mighte fatiffpe) here be certayne cauſes rendꝛed, why 
lome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put awaxe, ⁊ [ome 
retapned and kept ſtyll. 

Some are put away, be cauſe the great exceſſe æ multi⸗ 
tude of thé bath ſo encrealed in thele latter dayes, that the 
burthen of them was intollerable:wohereok S. Auguſtine 
in his tyme complayned, that they were growen to luch a 
noumbze, that the ſtate of Chziſtian people was in wozſe 
cafecconcerning that matter) then were the Jewes. And 
he counſayled that ſuch poke and burthen chould be taken 
away, as tyme would ſerue quietly to doe it. 

But what would S. Auguſtine haue laid, yk he had ſeen 
the Ceremonies of late daies bled emonge vs: whereunto 
the multitude bled in bis tyme, was not to bee compared. 
This our exceſliue multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, 
and many of them fo Darke, that they did moꝛe confound c 
darken, thẽ declare c ſet koꝛth C hꝛiſtes venekites vnto vs. 

And beſides this, Chꝛiſtes Golpel is not a Ceremonial 
la wecas much of Moſes lawe was but it is a religion to 
ſerue God, not in bondage of the figure oꝛ chadowe, but in 
the kreedõ of ſpirite, being content onely with thole Cere⸗ 
monies, which doe lerue to a decent ogdze and godly diſci⸗ 
pline, and ſuche as he apte to ſtitre be the dull mind of ma 
to the remẽbꝛaunce of his duetye to God, by ſome notable 
and ſpecial lignificacion, whereby he might be edifped, 

Furthermoꝛe, the motte weyghtie cauſe of thaboliche⸗ 
ment of certapn Ceremonies was, that thep were fo karre 
abuled, partely by the luperſticious blyndnelle of the rude 
and vnlearned, and partelye by the vnſaciable auatice of 
luche as ſoughte moꝛe thepꝛ owne lucre, then the glozp of 
SGodꝛthat the abuſes coulde not well be taken awape, the 
thing remapuing ſtyll. But now as concerning thoſe per⸗ 
ones, which peraduenture wilbe offended, oz that fome 
d. li. of thold 
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ol thold Ceremonies are retepned ſtil:yt they ronlidꝛe that 
withoute lome Ceremonies, it is not pollible to keepe any 
oꝛdꝛe, oz quiet Difcipline in the church:they thal ealely per⸗ 
reyue iuſt cauſe to refoꝛme theyʒ iudgemẽtes . And yk they 
thinke much that any of thold do rematne, x would rather 
haue al Deutled a new: The luche mẽ graunting ſome Ce⸗ 
remonies conuenitt to be had, ſurely where the olde mare 
be wel vled, there they can not realonably repꝛoue the old, 
onelp koꝛ their age, without bewzaping of theyz ovr folp, 
Foꝛ in luch a cale,thep ought rather to haue reuerence vn⸗ 
to thé fo2 thep2 antiquitic,pf they wyl Declare thé ſelues to 
be moze ſtudious of vnitie æ concozd, then of innovacids © 
ne we fanglenes: which(almuch as may bee with the true 
ſietting koꝛth of Chaiſtes religion) is al wayes to be eſche⸗ 
wed. Furthermoꝛe, ſuch hel haue no iuſt caule with ỹ Ce⸗ 
remonies relerued, to be offended. Foꝛ as thoſe be takẽ a⸗ 
way, which were nok abuled, a dyd burthẽ mens conlei- 
ences withoute anpe cauſe:ſo the other that remapne, are 
retayned koꝛ a dilcipline and oꝛdꝛe, which (bps iuſt cauſeg) 
may be altered & chaunged, therekoꝛe are not to bee eſte⸗ 
med equal with gods lawe. Ind moꝛeouer, they be nether 
Darke noꝛ dombe Ceremontes:but are ſo let forth , that e⸗ 
uery mã may vnderſtand what they doe meane, a to what 
bſe they doe lerue. So that it is not like that they in tyme 
to come, ſhould bee abuled as the other haue been. And in 
thele our doynges, we condemne no other naciõs, noz pꝛe⸗ 
ſcribe any thinge, but to our owne people onely. Foꝛ we 
thinke it conuenient that euerp countrep ſhoulde ble ſuche 
Ceremonies, as they Hal thinke bel to the letting forth of 
ods honour o2 gloꝛp, c to the reducing of the people to a 
moſt perfect ¢ godly liuiug, without errour oꝛ ſuperſticiõ. 
And that they chould put awape other thinges which 
froin tyme to tyme they perceyue to bee moſte abu⸗ 
led, as in mennes oꝛdinaunces it often chaun⸗ 
ceth dyuerlelye in dpuer le 
cohntrepes.

ofletsbpon euery Sunday and other dayes, oꝛdayned and 
Died to be kept as holy daies, a then, and there to abide, oꝛ⸗ 
derly, d ſoberly, during the time of the chmon pꝛaier, pꝛea⸗ 
chinges, oz other leruice of God, there to be bled e mini⸗ 
fired, vpon pain of punichmẽt by v Cenlures ok the church. 

And foꝛ the due execucion herok, the Hinges moſt excel⸗ 
lent maieſtie, the Lozdes tempozal, and all the Tommons 
in this pꝛelente Parlament allembled, dooeth in Goddes 
name, earneſtly require and charge all tharchbichoppes, 
Bilchoppes, and other Oꝛzdenaries, that they hall ende⸗ 
uour themſelues to the vttermoſte of thepz knowledges, 
that the due and true execuciõ herok map be had thaough- 
oute theyꝛ Dyoceſſes and charges, as they will aunlwere 
befoze God, foꝛ ſuch euils and plages, wherwith almpgh⸗ 
tye God may iuſtly puniche his people, foꝛ neglecting thys 
good and wholeſome lawe. 4 

And fo2z their auctoꝛitie in this behalt, be it further likes 
wile enacted by the auctozitie afozefapde, that all and ſin⸗ 
guler thelame Archbichops, Bichops, & all other theyꝛ ok⸗ 
ficers,erercifing eccleſiaſticall iuriſdiccion, al wel in place 
exempt, as not exempt, within thep2 Dyoceſſes hall haue 
full power and auctoꝛitie by this act, to refourme, coꝛrect 
and puniche, by Cenlures of the churche, all and ſingulet 
perſones wohiche chall offende within anpe thep2 iurildit⸗ 
tions oꝛ Dpoceſſes, atter the fayd feat of al lainetes next 
comming:agaynſt this acte and ſtatute, anpe other lawe, 
ſtatute, pꝛiuiledge, libertie, oꝛ pꝛouiſion heretofoze made, 
had, oꝛ ſuſtered, to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

And becaule there hath arilen in the ble and exereiſe ol 
the foꝛeſapde common ſeruice in the Chutche heretofoze 
ſette fooꝛth, diuerſe doubtes foꝛ the fachton and maner of 
the miniſtracion of thefame, rather by the euriolitie of the 
miniſter and miſtakers, then of any other wooꝛthy cauſe: 
therkoꝛe alwell foz the moze playn and manikeſt explana⸗ 
cion hereok, as foꝛ the moze perfetcion of the layde oꝛdꝛe of 
cõmon ſeruice, in fome places where it is neceſſari to make 
theſame pꝛaper and fathion ok feruice moze z nN = 
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fitte to ſtire chʒiſtian people to 5ᷣ true honoꝛing of almigh⸗ 
ty God: The kinges moſt excellent maieſtie, with thallent 
of the loꝛdes and Commons in this paelet Parlament al⸗ 
ſembled, and by thauctozitie of thelame, bath cauled the 
koꝛeſayde oꝛdꝛe of common ſeruice, entituled, The booke of 
common prayer, to be faithfully ; godlye peruled, explaned, 
and made kulli perfect: by the foꝛeſaid auctozitie, hath an⸗ 
nexed and ioyned it, ſo explaned and perfected to this pꝛe⸗ 
fent ſtatute, adding alfo a fourme and maner ok making ck 
conſecrating of Archebichops, Bichops, pꝛieſtes and Dea⸗ 
cons, to be of like foꝛce, auctoꝛitie & value, as theſame like 
koꝛeſayd booke entituled, the booke of common prayer, Wag 
befoꝛe:and to be accepted, receued, bled and eſtemed in like 
fozt and maner, x with thelame claufes of pꝛouilions and 
excepcions, to al ententes, conſtruccions and purpoſes, as 
by the Atte of Parlamente made in the lecond pere of the 
kinges maieſties reigne, was ozdeyned, limited, expꝛeſſed, 
and appoynted foꝛ the vnifoꝛmitie of feruice, and admini⸗ 
ſtraciom of the Sacramentes thaoughout the realme, vpõ 
luch ſeueral papnes, as in the ſayd Act of Parlament is ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed. And the land foꝛmer Act to ſtande in full foꝛce and 
ſtrength, to all ententes and conftrucctons,¢ to be applp⸗ 
ed, pꝛactiſed, and put in vꝛe, to, and foꝛ the eſtabliſhyng of 
the boke of common pꝛaier, now explaned, x hereunto an⸗ 
nexed:æ alſo p ſayd fourme of making of Archbilhops Bi⸗ 
hops, pꝛieſtes, and Deacons, hereunto annexed, as it was 
fo2 p koʒmer boke. And by thauctoꝛitie afoꝛeſayd it is now 
further enacted, that pf aupe maner of perfon,o2 perfones, 
enhabiting, being within this Realme , 02 any other the 
kynges Maieſties dominions, chall after the fapde feaſte 
of all Sainctes, willyngly, and wittyngly, heare and bee 
pꝛeſent at any other maner, oꝛ fourme of common pꝛaper 
of adminiſtracion of the Sacramentes, ot makynge of mis 
niſters in the Churches, oꝛ of any other rites contepned in 
the boke annexed to thys acte, then is mencioned and fette 
foꝛth in the lapd boke, oꝛ that is contrary to the fourme of 
ſundꝛy pꝛouiſions a excepcions, conteined in the W ye 
oꝛmer 
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fozmer ſtatute, and chalbe thereof conuicted, accozding to 
the lawes of this realme, befoꝛe the Juſtices of Aſſiſe, Ju⸗ 
ſtices of Oper, and Determiner, Juſtices of peace in their 
Seſſions, oꝛ any of them, by the verdict of twelue men, oz 
by his, oꝛʒ thepꝛ owne confeſſion, oz otherwiſe, hall foz the 
firtt offence ſulfre impꝛieſonment, foꝛ fire monethes, with⸗ 
out baple, oꝛ maynpꝛiſe: and foz the ſeconde offence, beyng 
like wie conuicted, (as is aboue fapd,) empꝛieſonment fo2 
one whole pere:and foꝛ the third offence, in like maner, em⸗ 
pꝛieſonment during hys, oꝛ theyꝛ lypues. And foz the moze 
knowledge to be geuen hereof, and better obſeruacion of 
this lawe: Be it enacted by the auctozitie afoꝛeſaid, that al 
and linguler Curates, hal vpon one Sunday euerp quar⸗ 
ter of the pere, during one whole pere nexte folowyng the 
foꝛeſayd feaſt of all Sainctes next coming, reade this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Acte in the Churche, at the tyme of the moſt aſlembly: 
and like wiſe once in euerp pere folowing, at theſame time, 
Declaring vnto the people by the autoꝛitie of the ſcripture, 
howe the mertpe and goodnes of God hath in all ages 
been chewed to his people, in thep2 neceſſities anders 
tremities, by meanes of hearty and faythful pꝛay⸗ 
ers made to almighty god, ſpetially where peo⸗ 
ple be gathered together with one fayth and 
mynde, to offre bp their heartes by pꝛap⸗ 
er, ag the beſt Sacrifices that Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian 2 can pelde.

And other fmote hym on the face with 
the palme of theyꝛ handes, ſaping:tell bs thou Chꝛiſt, who 
is he that ſmote thee⸗ Peter fate withoute in the courte, c 
a damoſell came to hym, ſaping:thou alſo waſte with Je⸗ 
fus of Galile:but he denied befoze them al, ſaying: J wote 
not what thou ſayſt. Whẽ he was gone out into the pozche, 
another wenche ſawe hym, and faped buto them that were 
there: This kelow was alfo with Jefus of Mazareth. And 
agayne he denyed with au othe, ſayinge: J doe not knowe 
the man. After a while came vnto hym they that ſtode by, r 
ſayd vnto Peter:ſurely thou art euen one of them „ for thy 
ſpeache bewꝛaieth the. The began he to curſe x to [weare, 
that he knew not the mã. Ind immediatly p Cocke brew, 
And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛde of Jelu, which (apd vn⸗ 
to bym:befoze the cocke krowe, thou ſhalt denye me tharle: 
and he wente oute and wept bitterly. When the mozninge 
was come, all the chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders of the people 
helde a counſell agaynſte Jeſus, to put hym to death, and 
bꝛought hym bounde, and delyuered hym vnto Poncyus 
Pilate the deputie. Che Judas (which had betrayed him) 
ſeeyng that he wag condemned, repented hymſelke, and 
Biot E. i. brought 
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hooaght agayn the. rx plates ol ſiluer to the chief pꝛieſtes 
and Elders, ſaping: haue ſinned betraping the innocent 


bloud. And they laid: what is that to vs: Se thou to that. 
And he caſt down the liluer plates in the temple , and de⸗

inlomuche that the deputy merueiled greatly. At that feaſte, 
the deputie was wont to delyuer vnto the people a pꝛyloner 
whom they would delyꝛe. He had then a notable payfoner | 
called Barrabas. Therkoꝛe when they were gathered toge⸗ 


ther, Pilate ſaped: whether wyll ye that J geue looce vnto 


vou, Barrabas, 02 Jeſus whiche is called Chziſte:-ozhe 


knew p loꝛ enuy they had delyuered hym. When he was let 


down to geue iudgement, his wife lente vnto hym, fayinge: 
haue thou nothyng to doe with that iuſte man. Foꝛ J haue 


ſuffred thys day many thynges in my llepe, becauſe of him. 
But the chief pꝛieſtes and elders perl waded the people that — 


they ould alke Barrabas, and deſtrope Jelus. The depu⸗ 

tie anlwered, and layd vnto them: whether of the twapne 

wyl pe that 4 let loce vnto you: They layd, Barrabas. Pi⸗ 

late ſayd vnto them: what chal J doe thé with Jelus, which 

is called Chꝛiſt? They all ſayd vnto hym: let hym be crucry⸗

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moꝛe laping, let him be crucified. When Pilate ſaboe that he 
Could pzeuaile nothing, but that moze bulines was made:he 
togke waters walched his handes befoze the people, ſaping: 

Then 
Aunlwered al the people and laid, his bloud be on vs and on 
dur childꝛẽ. Che let he Barrabas loce vnto them & lcourged 
Jselus, c delyuered him to be crucified. Then the louldiours 
be the deputie toke Jelus into the common hall, & gathered 
vnto hym al the company:and they ſtri pped hym, and putte 
on hym a purple robe, and platted a crowne of thoznes, and 
put it bpon his head, c a rede in his right hand, e bowed the 
knee befoze hym, and mocked hym faping:batle king of the 
Ja.ewes:and vohen they had ſpyt vpon hym, they toke p rede 
‘and ſmote hym on the head. Ind alter that they had mocked 
hm, they toke the robe of him again, c put his own raiment 
on him, & led him awape to crucilie him. And as they came 
oute, they kounde a man of Cirenecnamed Simõd)hym they 
compelled to beare his croſſe. And they came bnto the place 
which is called Golgotha, pis to lape( a place ol dead mens 
ſculleg)and gaue hym vineger mingled with gal to dꝛyn ke: 
€ When he had taſted therot, he would ner dꝛynke. Whẽ they 
had cruciłied him, they parted bys garmentes and dyd caſte 
lottes, that it mighte be fulfilled whiche was lpoken by the 
Dꝛophete: Thep parted my garmentes amonge them, 
And bpon my veſture did they caſt lottes. And they late and 
watched hym there, and let vp ouer his head the caule ol hys 
death witten. This is Jelus the king ofthe Jewes. Then

haͤnde, and an other on the left. They that paſſed by, reuiled 
him, wagging their heades, x (aying:thou that deſtroiedſt 
P temple ot God, e didſt build it in thꝛee dayes, laue thy (elf, 

If thou be the lonne ol god come Down from the croſſe. Like⸗ 
woyſe allo the hie Pꝛieſtes mocking him with the S crybes 
and elders, ſayd:he laued other, himſelke he cannot laue. Wet 
he bee the kynge of Ilraell , lette hum nowe come Downe 
krom the croſſe , and we wyll beleue hym . He truſted in

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him:fo2 he ſaped, J am the ſonne of God. The theues alfe 

whiche were cructkied with hym, caſt theſame in his teeth.

Thys man calleth foꝛ Helyas. And ſtreight waye one of 

them ranne and toke a ſponge, and when he had filled it ful 

of vineger, he put it on a rede, and gaue hym to dꝛinke. O⸗ 

ther ſaped:let be, let vs fee whether Helias wyll come and 

deliuer hym. Jeſus when he had cryed agayn with a loud 

voice, pelded vp the goſt. And behold, the vayle of the tem⸗ 

ple dyd rent in. ii. partes, from the top to the botome, and 

the earth did quake and the ſtones rent, and graues did o⸗ 

pen, and many bod pes of fatuctes whyche llepte, aroſe and 

wente out ok the graues after hys reſurreccion, and came 
into the holy titie, and appeared vnto many. When the Cẽ⸗ 

turpon, and they that were with hym watchynge Fetus, 

favo the earthquake, and thole thynges whiche happened, 

they feared greatly, ſaping: Truely thys was the ſonne of 

god. And many women were there (beholding him afarre 

of) which folowed Jeſus fro Galile, miniſtryng vnto hun: 

Emong which was Mary Magdalene, æ Mary the mo⸗ 

ther of James & Joles, and the mother ofsebedes childzẽ.

And they cryed again, cruciłye him. ilate laid vnto them: 
What euil hath he done; And they eryed the moze feruent iy, 
crucifie him. And (o Pilate willyng to content PHpeoplestet: 
losce Barrabas buto them, and deliuered vp Jeſus (whẽ 
he had ſcourged him) foꝛ to bee crucikped. And the ſouldt⸗ 
ours ledde hym awape into the common halle, and called 


together the whole multitude, and they clothed hym with 
purple, and they platted a crowne of thoꝛnes; and crow⸗ 
ned hym withall, and began to lalute hym: Haple kyng of 


the Tewes. And they ſmote him on the head with a reede, 


And dyd {ppt vpon hym, and bowed thep2 knees and woz⸗ 


chipped him. And when thei had mocked him, thei toke the 


purple of him, ano put his owne clothes on him, led him 
but to cructipe him. And they compelled one that paſſed by, 
«called Simon of Spꝛenecthe father of Alexander and Bue! 
kus) which came out of 5 field, to beare his croſſe. And they 
bꝛought him to a place named Golgotha( whiche ita man 
inter pꝛete)is the place ot dead mens ſculles:and they gaue

it not. And whe thei haderucified him theo par ted his gar⸗ 


met es, caſting lattes vpon thé what euer mã ſhould tabe.

turion( which ſtode befoze him) ſawe that he fo cryed, and 
gaue vp the goſt, he lapd:truely this man was the ſonne of 


God. There were alſo weomen a good wap of, beholding

Ind when Herode lawe Je⸗ 
ſus, he was exceding glad, foz he was delyꝛous to ſee him 
ok a long ſealõ, betauſe he had heard many thinges of him, 
and he truſted to haue ſeene ſome miracles Doone by hym. 
Then he queſtioned with him many wooꝛdes. But he aun⸗ 
{wered him nothing. The hie pꝛieſtes ck Scribes ſtode furth 
and accuſed him ſtraightly. And Herode with his menne of 
warre, deſpiſed him. And when he had mocked hym, he a⸗ 
raped him in white clothing, c (cnt him agapne to Pilate. 
And thelame Daye Pilate and Herode were made krendes 
together Foꝛ befoze they were at variaunce. And uate 
called together the bye pꝛieſtes, c the rulers, c the people, 
t fatd bnto thẽ: e haue brought this man vnto me, as one 
that peruerteth the people: behold, J examine him befoze 
vou, and find no fault in this man of thoſe thinges wherok 
pe accuſe him, no noꝛ pet Herode. Foꝛ Jet pou vnto him, 
t loe, nothing wooꝛthy of death ts Doone vnto him: J will 
therfoze chaſtẽ hun, let him loce. Foꝛ of neceſſitie he muſt 
haue let one loce to thẽ at that feaſt.

J 02 behold, the dayes wil come, in the which they thal fay: 
Happy are the baren, a the wombes that neuer bare, and 
the pappes which neuer gaue lucke. Then thal they begin 
to lay to p mountaines, fall on vs: to the hilles, couer vg, 
ff 02 tf they doe this in a greene tree, what halbe doone in 
the dꝛye; And there wer two euil Doers led with him to bee 
llayn. And after that they wer come to the place (which is 
called Caluarie) there they cructfped him & the euil Doers: 
one on the right hand, and the other on the left. Then ſayde 
Jeſus:kather foꝛgeue them, fog they wote not what they 
Doe. And they parted his rapment, and caſt lottes. And the 
people ſtode and behelde. And the rulers mocked him with 
them, ſaying:he laued other men, let him laue himlelke ik he 
be very Chꝛiſt the chofen of God. The fouldiers alſo moc⸗ 
ked him, e came and offced him vinegre, and laid:ikthou be 
the king of Jewes, laue thy ſelf. And a fuperferipcion was 
wꝛiten ouer him, with letters of Geke, and Latine, a He⸗ 
b2ue: This is the kyng of the Jewes. And one of the euill 
doers, which were hanged, rapled on him, ſaying: If thou 
be Chꝛiſt, ſaue thy lelfe vs. But the other aunlwered and 
rebuked him, ſaping: feareſt thou not god, ſeing thou art in 
theſame damnacionz we are righteouſlye punyched, fo2 we 
receue accoꝛding to our dedes:but thys man hath done no⸗ 

thyng amiſle. And he (aid bute Jelus: Loꝛd, remembꝛe me 
vohen thou comeſt into thy kingdome. And Jelus ſayd Bus 
to him: verely I fap vnto the:to day qhalt thou be with me 

in Baradyſe. And it was aboute the firth hoͤure: and there 
was a darkenes ouer al the earth, vntyll the ninth houre, 

and the Sunne was Darkened. And the vayle of the Tem⸗ 
ple dyd rent, euen through the myddes. And when Fetus 
had cryed with a loude voyce, he layde: Father, into thy 
handes J commend my ſpirite. And whẽ he thus had layd. 
he gaue bp the goſt. When the Centurion ſawe what had 
hapned, he glozikyed God, ſaying:verelpe this was pie 
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teous man. And al the people that came together to fe that 


ſight, and ſaw the thinges which had hapned, finote thepe 


bkeſtes ct returned. And al his acquaintatice, c the women 
that folowed him fra Galile, ſtoode afarre of beeholdinge 


thele thinges. And behold, there was a mã named Joleph. 


a counlaploꝛz, c he was a good man ea iuſte: theſame had 


not cõſented to the counlaple a Dede of them, which was of 


Aramathia, a citie of the Jewes, which lame alſo wapteth 
fo2 the kingdom ok God:he went vnto Pilate a begged the 
bodye of Jelus , t toke it downe, wꝛapped it in a lynnen 


ktloth, and layde it in a ſepulchze that was hewen in fone, 


wherein neuer man beefoze had been layde. And that dave 


was the pꝛeparing of the Sabboth, the Sabboth dzewe 
on. The womẽ that folowed after, which hadde come with 
him from Galile beheld the ſepulchze, and how his bodpe 
was lapd. And they returned, and prepared lwete Odours 


and ointmentes, but reſted on the Sabboth dap, accozding

Foꝛ the bloude of Oxen ¢ Goates can 
not take awaye linnes. Wherfoꝛe, when he cometh into the 
world, he fapeth: Sacrifice aud offering thou wonldeſt not 
haue, but a body haſt thou oꝛdeyned me. Burnt olferinges 
al ſo foꝛ (pune haſt thou not allowed. Then layde Joe, J 
am here. In the beginning of the boke it is written of me, 
that I Mould doe thy wyll, O God. Aboue, when he ſayth; 
Sacxikice and oflering, and burntlacrikices, and ſynne ok⸗ 
feringes thou wouldeſte not haue, neyther haſte thou al⸗ 
lowed them ( which pet are offered. by the lawe) then fayde 


he:loe, J am here to doe thy wyll, O God: he taketh away 


the kyꝛſt to eſtabliche the latter: by the which wyil; we are 
made holy, euen by the offering of the body of Jelu Chꝛiſte 
once foꝛ all.

N A tred with his dilciples. Judas which allo bee⸗ 
klkaied him, knewe the place:foꝛ Jeſus oftymes 
befozted thyther with his Dilciples. Judas then after he 
had receiued a bond of men(a miniſters of the hie Pꝛieſtes 
and Phariſeis) came thither with lanternes, e fyꝛebzãdes 
and weapons. And Jelus knowing al thinges that chould 
tome on him, went foꝛth a lapd bnto them: whom (eke pez 
They aunſwered him: Jelus of Nazareth. Jelſus ſayd vn⸗ 
to them: J am he. Judas allo whiche betraped him, ſtoode 
with thẽ. A fone then as he had ſapde vnto them: Jam he, 
they went backe ward, and fell to the ground. Then alked 
he them agayne:whõ (eke pez They layd: Jelus of Maza⸗ 
reth. Jeſus aunſwered: J haue tolde you that Jam he. PE 
pe ſeke me ther foꝛe, let thele goe their way, that the laying 
mighte be kultylled whiche he ſpake, Ok them whithe thou 
F. iii. gaueſt 
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gaueſt me, haue J not loſt one. Thé Simon Peter hauing 
a lwoerd, dꝛewe it, and lmote the bye Pꝛieſtes ſeruaunt, c 
cut of his right eare. The feruatites name was Malchus. 
Therloꝛe ſapth Jeſus vnto Peter , put vp thy lwoerd into 
the cheath: ſhal IJ not dꝛinke of the cuppe whiche my father 
bath geuen me; Then the companye and the captayne, and 
the miniſters of the Jewes tooke Jelus and bounde him, 
and ledde him away to Annas fyꝛſte, foꝛ he was father in 
latoe to Cayphas, which was the hie Pꝛieſt thelame pere. 
Capphas was he that gaue counſell to the Jewes, that it 
Was expedient that one man Gould die fo2 the people. Ind 
Spmon Peter folowed Jeſus, and ſo dyd another Diſei⸗ 
ple:that Dilciple was knowen to the hye Pꝛieſt, and went 
in with Jelus vnto the palace of the bye Pꝛieſte. But 
Peter ſtoode at the Dooze withoute. Then wente oute that 
other Diſciple (whiche was knowen to the hye Pꝛieſte) 
and ſpake to the Damoſell that kept the doe, and brought 
in Peter. Then layd the Damolel that kepte the Doze vnto 
Peter: Art not thou allo one of this mas diſciples he ſayd: 
J am not. The ſeruaũtes and miniſters ſtode there, which 
had made a fyze of coales: foꝛ tt was colde, and they war⸗ 
med them felues. Peter allo ſtoode among them and war⸗ 
med him ſelfe. The hye Pꝛieſte then aſked Jeſus of his dil⸗ 
tciples and of his doctryne. Jeſus aunwered him: Jlpake 
openlye in the woꝛlde: J euer taughte in the Spnagoge, 
and in the Temple whither all the Jewes haue reſozted, 
and in ſecrete haue J ſayde nothinge. Why alkeſt thou me⸗ 
Aſke them which heard me, what J ſayd vnto the. Behold, 
they can tell what J ſayde. When he had thus ſpoken, one 
okthe miniſters, which ſtoode by, fmote Jelus on the face,

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chis Colyn, whole care Beter (mote ol)layde bnto him: did 
not J lee thee in the garden with him Peter therefoze de⸗ 
nyed agayne, and immed iatly the Cocke brew. Then ledde 
they Jelus from Capphas, into the hall of iudgemente. It 
was in the moꝛ ning, and they themſelues wet not into the 
iudgement hall, leſte they choulde be defyled, but that they 
myghte cate the Paſleouer. Pilate then went out to them, 
and ſayde: what accuſacion bꝛynge pou agapnſt this mang 
They aunfwered and ſayde vnto him: Phe were not an 
eupll doer, we woulde not haue delynered him vnto thee. 
Then ſayde Pylate vnto them:take pe him and tudge hym 
after poure owne lawe. The Jewes therefoze ſayde bnto 
him: It is not lawefull fo2 vs to putte anye man to death, 
that the wooꝛdes of Jeſus myghte bee kulkylled, whiche 
he ſpatze, ſignifyinge what death he choulde dye.

When Hilate hearde that ſapinge, he was the 
moꝛe afrayde, & went agapue into the iudgement hall, and 
lapde bate Jelus: whence arte thou: But Fetus gaue him 

none aunlwere. Then fapde Pilate vntohim: Speakeſte 


thou not vnto me: knoweſt thou not that J haue power to 


crucikye thec,@ haue power to looce thee⸗ Jeſus aũlwered: 
Thou couldeſt haue no power at al againſte me, excepte it 
were geuen thee fro aboue: Cherfeze he that delyuered me 


vnto thee, hath the moꝛe linne. And krö thencefoꝛth lought 
Pilate meanes to looce him:but the Jewes cried, ſapinge: 


yk thou let him goe, thou art not Cefars frende: koꝛ wholo⸗ 
euer maketh him felfa king, is againſt Ceſar. Whe Pilate 


heard that ſaping, he bꝛought Jeſus foꝛth, a fate Downe to 
geue ſentence in a place that is called the pauement, but in 

the Hebꝛue tongue, Gabbatha. It was the pꝛeparing day 
of Eaſter, aboute the lirth hours. And he ſapeth vnto the 
Jewes:behold pour king. They cried laying:awape with 
him, away with him, erucifie him. Pilate ſapth vnto them: 
hal J crucitpe pour bing: The hie pꝛieſtes aunwered: we 

haue no king but Celar. Then delynered he him to them to 


be ctucifped. And they toke Jelus and ledde him away, and 
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he bare his troſſe, aud wente fooꝛth into a place whiche is 


called the place ot dead mens ſculles: but in Debzue, Gols 
gotha: where they erucifped him, and two other with him: 


on eyther ſyde one, and Jeſus in the middeſte. And eines

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wꝛote a tytle and put it bpon the croſſe. Che writing was, 
ha Prasaveth King of the Jewes. Chis tytle teadde 
any of the FJewes:fo2 the place where Jeſus mag truct⸗ 
fped, was nere to thecitie. And it was witten in Hebzue, 
Greke, a Latyne. Then ſayd the hye pꝛieſtes of the Jewes 
to Pilate:wzyte not king of the Jewes, but that he layde:

And the fouldiers 
did luche thing es in dede. There ſtode by the croſſe of Je⸗ 
ſuls, his mother, and his mothers liſter Mary the wyfe of 
Cleophas, æ Mary Magdalene.
